A groat 
deal has boon printed in tho newspapers 
about tho situation in Martin and ad-

counties, 
but

but an imperfect rellox of tlio oiisting do- 
plorablo condition. I know of instances 
whore whole families have died within a 
week, whore neighborhoods havo boon swal- 
lowed up in the grave, where ono man has 
survived to bury his family and his friends, 
and then been found dead with no living 
creature near him, except iu some cases u 
faithful dog. Flocks of bhoop and droves of 
cattlo 
that 
usbd 
to 
browse 
on 
the 


hillsides and along tho range of tho Cumber- 
lands, now lie dead and rotting. 
While peb- 


bles glisten on tho bottom of tho croolc bods, 
tho wells anil cisterns navo been drained to 
tho bottom, and tho springs nro no longer to 
bo relied upon for tho supply of water, Tho 
ground is lite-rally parched nud where vege- 
tation formerly bloomed luxuriantly there is 
nothing but decay. Thousands are said to 
havo died within tlioxlast two weeks." 


"What in tho opinion of tho natives is tha 


couso of tho fatal calamity?" 


'•It is vory evident that tho chief agent of 


death is starvation. The people in those dis- 
tricts aro almost without communication 
with tho outside world. 
An 
occasional 


drummer, liko myself, strays among them 
onco a year, and a few of the most prosper- 
ous visit sonui large cities once in a life- 
time. A good season brings with it bounti- 
ful crops. Wool and all oihor native pro- 
ducts ni-o rudely manufactured into cloth- 
ing, but when crops fail them tho order of 
things fa reversed. 
I am speaking now ot 


backwoods neighborhoods, whore tho plague 
has raged with tho groutost fatality. I 
learned whilo in Martin county that tho crop 
yield for two succossivo noasons had been a 
failure. The natives aro without money and 
without means topurchaso broad. The shut 
ting oil' of tbo water supply has brought to 
tho surface a, poisonous liquid. Famished for 
water the people drank, and tho conse- 
quence was death. Tbo first symptoms 
arc violent gripings, and after this a. 
raging headache. A hot fever ensues, and tho 
patient usually lingers two days, suffering 
mental agony boforo death. I understand that 
several physicians havo boon commissioned 
by tho stato to make a careful analysis of tho 
water and describe the poisonous ingredients. 
Relief has recently boon dispatched to Mar- 
tin irom tlio neighboring counties. Boforo I 
loft thoro was a slight rainfall, ivith pros- 
pects of a continued falling. Tho opinion 
prevails that tho plaguo has passed through 
its most dangerous stages and is now on tno 
wajAO. During tho last two days of my stay 
I board of vory few deaths."

ports aro sent from that' soctiou with refer 
ence to the feelings and actions ot tho miners.

corporations thon struggling for o.-cistonco in 
that district. Tho presont syndicate was 
formed in ifarch, 1SSI5, tho principal mem- 
bers oC which are Gen. Thomas, J. R. 
Buchtel, Waltor Crafts, T. Longstroth, H. 
D. Townoy and Messrs, Moss and Mai-shall. 
Falling to realize their expectations in secur- 
ing control of tho entire lake market, and do- 
nie-1 a similar power over other places, prices 
went down, and the only hope they had of 
continuing operation was to reduce tho wages 
of tho miners, which wont into effect on tbo

Anatial electing; of the Kock Connty 


lllble Muvlety. 


The Congregational churoh was com- 


fortably well filled last evening, with an 
audience . composed of representatives 
trom Cvo churches, the occasion being 
the celebration of tho 'thirty-fifth anni- 
versary, of the Eock County Bible socie- 
ty. In the absence of the president, Bev. 
Mr. Brown, of the Presbyterian churob, 
presided, aud alter the singing oJ an ap- 
propriate anthem by tho choir, read a 
portion of the one-hundred and nine- 
teenth Psalm. The Bev. C. 'B. Wilcox, 
of Court Street churoh, offered the opon- 
iny prayer, and tho Hon. James Suther- 
land, (treasurer of the society, gave a 
condensed financial report, showing 
healthy condition ot tho society. He .al- 
so gave a brief historical sketch of tho 
organization thirty-six years ago, and tho 
work that had been accomplished in the 
county up to tho present time, the sketch 
was interesting [and suggestive of faith, 
fnl work. 


Tho Ker. Mr. Goldthorpo was intro- 


duced as the first speaker of the even- 
ing. His topic was, "The Bible; God's 
gift to universal man." He referred to 
the early history of tho book, when it 
was only to bo obtained in manuscript 
form, and at great expense, of time and 
money; and showed by apt illustration, 
some of tho agencies which had to do 
with making the Word available to the 
common people. Tho first book printed, 
after the discovery of tho art of printing, 
was the Bible. 
This occurred in tho 


fourteenth century, and. was the begin- 
ning of the general spread of Bible lit- 
erature. It has found its way m vari- 
ous language; to many nations ot the 
world. 
With 
the landing o£ 
the 


Mayflower at Plymouth Eock, it had 
oome to America, and was recognized to- 
day as the corner stone of our civilization' 
From being the most oxponsivo, it is now 
known as the cheapest book ot modern 
times, and so bountifully furnished by 
tho American and other Bible societitsi 
that the world is fast being supplied 
with tho "Leaves which are for the heal 
ing ot tho nations." 


The Kov. Dr. Hodge spoke for about 


twenty minutts on "How to rend the 
Bible." When wo attempt to quott; or 
i[itL'rpret{fc'crjpturL', the important Ihing 
to know first, is, whether it is scripture. 
The Bible is credited wilh many quota- 
tions and subjected to niony perverse 
criticieme, for wliich it is not responsi- 
ble. 


Then we should interpret scripture as 


it is written, tho historical events of the 
Bible with their supernatural and mirac- 
ulous surroundings should bo accepted, 
as recorded.

God's revealed 
will to 
man it is; 


broad in its scope, and its practical 
truths are accepted to-day by all Chris- 
tian nations, as Divine revelations; bu 
the history of tho Bible his to do with 
tho times in which it was written. 


The poetry of tho Bible should not bo 


reduced to tho prose of modern times. 
Some of tho most lofty flights of imag- 
ination and poclic vision are found in tlio 
word of God. 


Every point suggested was made clear 


and forcible by illustration and con- 
tained many practical thoughts that will 
be helpful to Bible readers.
